They were

rejoicing and “cu ssing.” 
Shortly afterwards Pea ap p eared 
u p on the scene again. This time he 
had a “deadly ” rev olv er in his hand. 
The moment he sighted Bell h? p u t 
his gu n in action and 
fired 
three 
shots ^it him. All of the bu llets went 
wide of the mark , bu t one of them 
landed in the home of Mrs. Lau ra 
Newman, mak ing that 
domicile an 
u nhealthy locale for a few moments. 
Bell was some distance away from 
Pea when the lad fired. 
Both are y ou ng 
men and 
mak e 
their home with Mr. and Mrs. Elias 
Pea. It is u nderstood that Pea has 
left the city . 
Rather p ecu liar that 
Policeman Bill Pea nev er mak es an 
arrest down there in his 
bailiwick 
when they hav e trou ble. 
City Mar­ 
shal Price did not hear of the shoot­ 
ing u ntil the nex t day or he wou ld 
hav e made arrests. You ng Bell has 
alway s borne a good rep u tation and 
is a hard work ing y ou ng fellow.

While retu rning home from a v isit 
at their sister’s home in Homer, Su n­ 
day ev ening, Lev i Cock rel of Sou th 
Pearl street and 
his brother, Sam 
Cock rel of Indianap olis were thrown 
from the bu ggy down the high em­ 
bank ment near 
the 
bridge 
ov er 
Hodge’s branch in West First street, 
and both su ffered p ainfu l inju ries. 
Sam is now at the residence of Wil­ 
lard Brown, near where the accident 
oceu red, in a v ery p recariou s con - 
dition, not mu ch hop e being enter­ 
tained for his recov ery on accou nt of 
his inju ries receiv ed. 
Lev i was not 
so dangerou sly inju red and is able to 
be abou t today . 
The two brothers were retu rning 
from Homer Su nday ev ening, where 
they had sp ent the day with 
their 
sister and were abou t to cross the 
bridge when the horse became fright­ 
ened at two boy s who ran 
ou t in 
front of it. 
When the horse tu rned 
to one side it ran off down the steep 
embank ment at the side of the road, 
carry ing the bu ggy 
and its 
oc­ 
cu p ants with it. The motion was so 
su dden that the two men were throwi^ 
from the bu ggy , the horse falling on 
top of Sam Cock rel and the bu ggy 
on top of his brother. 
The horse 
stru ck Sam fu ll force on the hip , 
cru shing him u nder its weight and 
sev erely mashing him. 
He is inju r­ 
ed internally and is not ex p ected to 
liv e. 
Lev i su ffered a 
few 
slight 
bru ises abou t the body and head, bu t 
otherwise is u ninju red. 
The horse came ou t of the fracas 
withou t a scratch, bu t 
the 
bu ggy 
was brok en in sev eral p laces. 
Two 
boy s had bu ilt a fort near the bridge 
and were gu arding it against an in­ 
v isible enemy and hearing the bu ggy 
ap p roaching, they p u t their heads 
ou t to see the cau se of the noise 
when the horse became frightened at 
them. The horse and bu ggy belonged 
to R. S. Dav is, liv ery man.

Ju ly 6 .—Fou r deaths, 3 3 7 
inju red, nine of them dangerou sly , and 
one so seriou sly that death seems cer­ 
tain, was the Fou rth of Ju ly record in 
New York and Brookly n. The list of 
inju red and perhaps the dead, will be 
swelled with complete reports from 
Long Island and other su bu rban dis­ 
tricts. 
Last y ear’s record was sev en dead 
and 2 53 inju red for the entire Greater 
New York, and indications are that 
the casu alties this y ear will probably 
eq u al that when all hospital and other 
records are av ailable. 
The hospitals are swamped with pa­ 
tients, most of them su ffering from 
minor bu rns and cu ts cau sed by ex ­ 
plosion of fireworks, and patients are 
being added at the larger institu tions 
at the rate of ten an hou r. Fires in 
city and su bu rbs were nu mbered by 
the score, bu t none in New York prop­ 
er did any great damage. The lack of 
seriou s fires in New York was com­ 
mented u pon by Fire Chief Croker, 
who said the nu mber had been less 
than any prev iou s y ear. 


A Quiet Day in Boston. 
Boston, Ju ly 6 .—The city has nev er 
had a more q u iet celebration of Inde­ 
pendence day . 
Not a single fatality 
du e to fireworks occu rred in the city , 
bu t 110 were inju red, fiv e seriou sly . 
In most other cities of New England 
the day also passed with comparativ e 
q u iet.

The 
story follows: 
“The brilliant future predicted by 
so many friends of Carl Morris, of 
Indianapolis, barytone, 
formerly a 
member of the faculty of the Metro­ 
politan school of musie, promises to 
be realized early in his New York 
career. Mr. Morris has just been en­ 
gaged by Bruno Siegfried Huhn, the 
noted composer, teacher and organ­ 
ist, to do public work at his concerts 
next season, taking 
the 
place 
of 
Francis Rogers, who goes on a tour 
with Madame Sembrich. 
Mr. Huhn 
always gives two concerts each sea­ 
son at the White House. 
“A successful concert was given 
by Mr. Morris recently at Wells col­ 
lege, and he has been engaged, for 
another next year. 
He has sung be­ 
fore many prominent 
societies and 
clubs, the fashionable Eclectic being 
one of the latter, during this his first 
season in New York. 
“Mr. Morris holds 
three church 
positions, singing at the Jewish syn­ 
agogue each Saturday and the Cent­ 
ral Presbyterian church in West Fif­ 
ty-seventh 
street, 
Manhattan, 
at 
morning and evening services Sun­ 
day. 
Sunday afternoons he sings at 
I the Second Presbyterian church in 
Newark. 
“Mr. Morris is probably 
better 
known in Indianapolis by his full 
first name of Don Carlos. 
He ex­ 
pects to leave for a visit in Indianap­ 
olis and Rushville in a few weeks.”
